The pride and interest of the pupils has been manifested by 
the addition of a handsome clock and curtains at the Grammar 
School, curtains at the West Primary School, and a musical 
instrument at the North Primary School. Globes have been 
placed in the North and West school-rooms and new maps in 
all the schools.
